Referring to an article recently printed in 
Tas,Curcaco Tarsuwe, concerning the loss 


of Janu- 
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floe with such force as to cut through her 
planking, causing her to sink in a few hours, 
Five of the crew, who took tos small boat 
and were rescued by a passing vessel, arrived 
in New York yesterday. They tell a pitiful 
story of their sufferings while making their 
way slowly. and laboriously landward, and 
also give a detailed account of the disaster. 
According to their own statement, they were 
within a short distance of the sinking ship 
for several hours,—these five men in a boat 
presumably capable of carrying twenty-five 
persons. ‘They state that another boat was 
launched soon after they left the ship, and 
— its cargo of nine men pushed off as they 
did and fert those remaining on board to 
look out for themselves; that the Captain 
called to those in the first-named boat toreturn 
to the ship, but that such a course was im- 
practicable because the boat was partially filled 
with water at the time of being launched, 
and had become unmanageable; that they 
thus, during those hours of peril to those on 
the steamer, had no opportunity to bail out 
their boat and go to the rescue of the unfor- 
tunate-beings who were slowly but surely go- 
ing down ; that they finally saw the ship sink, 
and took no measures to render assistance to 
those who must have floated about on the 
scattered debris from the wreck, and finally 
through exhaustion sunk to rise no more. It 
is to be hoped that the other boat's crew have 
been rescued, and that their story of this 
fearful disaster may be learned. 


OUR FINANCIAL SYSTEM. 

The continued upward tendency in the 
premium on gold has induced many persons 
to assume that the act of the last Congress, 
fixing 1879 as the date of resumption of spe- 
cie payments, and the actual retirement 
of a few millions of greenbacks, have been a 
failure, so far as leading to specie payments. 
This inference is not a fair one. The act of 
Congress mentioned was never expected, nor 
was it intended, to bring about the resump- 
tion of specie payments. It was merely a 
step in that direction ; something to direct 
public attention to that end. The truth is, 
specie payments cannot be ordered into effect 
by act of Congress; the most that Congress 
ean safely do is to so reform its commercial 
and financial legislation as to leave a return 
to specie payments possible. When trade 
and commerce are once unfettered, then 
trade and commerce will settle down on a 
specie basis. 

The reforms needed in our commercial 
policy are two-fold: The irredeemable green- 
back must be got rid of, and the embargo 
must be taken off our export of manufac. 
tures. The inflationists have insisted that 
the existing volume of currency was inade- 
quate for the demands of the country, and, 
while opposing contraction, they have favored 
inflation. Another of their demands was for 
more banks,—that the West and South were 
denied a fair proportion of the banks, and 
hence money was scarce in those sections. 
But Congress regoved all restrictions upon 


| banking, made it perfectly free, allowed any 


company of persons anywhere to organize a 


National Bank and to issue notes; but this 


privilege has not been accepted to any extent; 
the National Bank circulation has actually 
decreased, showing that the real want was 
not of currency, but of capital. 

The currency in circulation is far in excess 

of what is needed. It is impossible for Con- 
gréss intelligently to regulate by law the 
amount of currency that should be in use. 
That should be left to regulate itself. Con- 
gress has made banking free, thus furnishing 
the agency through which an expansion may 
take place, when an expansion may be de- 
manded by the wants of the country. But 
this agency can never operate successfully so 
long as irredeemable greenbacks as a legal- 
tender ars in circulation. These must be re- 
tired. They are a disturbing element; an arti- 
ficial and fluctuating standard of values. 
» The proper mode, and the ane least likely 
to produce confusion, is to authorize their 
funding in a bond with a low rate of interest, 
say 4 per cent. If there be too much cur- 
rency afloat, it would seek this form of in- 
vestment. This privilege of funding would 
furnish a practical test at once of the ques- 
tion whether the currency was in excess of 
the demand or not. We have no question 
that the large part of them would be funded 
wuhin a.comparatively short time. Having 
free 


stufis or gold. That is the inexorable policy 
of the law. The law practically prohibits 
the production of an export surplus to purely 
agricultural products. When the iron, cot- 
ton, woolen, wooden, paper, and other manu- 
facturers find themselves with a stock greater 
than the home demand requires, instead of 
sending the surplus abroad for sale, they close 
their mills, or ran them on reduced time, and 
discharge their laborers until such time as 
they can work off their old stocks. The labor 
that is employed on that branch of produc- 


tion is not engaged on an average of more 4 


than two-thirds its time, and the labor 
that might be employed profitably upon the 
production of a large surplus for exportation 


is not utilized at all. The raw materials are 


left unused, and the labor that might be em- 
ployed in gathering them has no occupation. 

This ruinous, wasteful policy is imposed by 
law. It is as ruinous to the manufacturers 
and to their labor as it is to the prosperity of 
the country, It stands in the way of any re- 
turn to a healthy financial condition. Itis a 
restriction upon production, a prohibition of 
any surplus, a limitation upon what he may 
sell, a waste of labor and material. When 
the crops of Europe are large and the de- 
mand for our breadstuffs and provisions light, 
then our main exports fail to meet our cur 
reut exchanges, and we have to send gold to 
meet the deficiency. Then the premium on 
gold rises and the value of the currency falls. 
Our manufactures, instead of averaging 
one-tenth or less of our total exports, ought 
to equal if not exceed the aggregate of the 
exports of the farm and the forest. We 
ought really to have no occasion to export 
gold, and we can have no sound financial 
system until we make our manufacturing ex- 


ports equal to those of the farm, and until 


all men engaged in industrial pursuits pro- 


| duce something to sellin addition to what 
they consume. 


With the retirement or funding of the 
greenbacks, and the modification of the reve- 
nue laws so that wecan manufacture not 
only for home consumption but also for ex- 
portation, thereby giving employment, and 
continuous employment, to a vastly-increased 
number of laborers, the business of the 
country will at once adjust itself to the 
standard 6f specie values and the money of 
the civilized world. 


A WHISKY CAMPAIGN. 

A gentleman holding rather intimate rela- 
tions with official bodies, and presumably 
familiar with the tricks of the trade, recently 
made the remark, the “‘ prosecution of the 
whisky-men is going to damage the Repub- 
can party, that they are all good fel- 
lows, and command a great many votes,” and 
that they “‘ ought to be let alone.” We have 
no desire to comment on the peculiar moral- 
ity of this proposition, but give it as the 
sentiment of a certain class who look upon a 
political party as a mere vehicle for reaching 
office, and believe in resorting to every de- 
vice for sustaining this general purpose. It 
is the existence of such a sentiment which 
alone threatens a defeat of the reform move- 
ment in the revenue service which President 
Grant and Secretary Bristow have inaugu- 
rated. We have reason to believe that there 
is already an organized effort either to defeat 
the purpose of the whisky prosecutions or to 
make the Republican party suffer for having 
a President who commenced them. 

It is the policy of the highwitie-ring and 
their retainers to postpone the trials for 
frand, and to impose on the courts to this 
end. Before this time, all the distillers, man- 
vfacturers, dealers, and officials against 
whom the Government has sufficient evi- 
dence to warrant a prosecution, ought to have 
been indicted and the day set for their trial. 
All the evidence upon which the distilleries 
and rectifying establishments have been 
seized would then be forthcoming, and wher- 
ever there has been fraud there would be no 
difficulty in making out a case. If the sus- 
pected persons can secure a sufficient delay, 
they may set up various plans for escape. 
Witnesses will undoubtedly be tampered 
with; some of them will disappear, and 
others will forget what they now know. The 
prosecutions will lose much of their ardor, 
and one postponement will open the way for 
another. 

It is evidently the policy of the ring men 
to carry over these prosecutio#s until the 
Presidential campaign fairly opens. If suc- 
cessful in this attempt, they will go into both

to say that the “ validity of the act as an existing char- 
tar was the subject matter of the bill! This state- 
ment of WILLAa us is what the late Dr, GueeLey would 
have called a “ perspicacious and sublime lie.” 

The infallible Council Aas canvassed and 
announced the result; do we now know that 
thers was a majority of votes cast for the 
charter? Decidedly not; if we know any- 
thing about it, we know that there was not a 
majority, notwithstanding the opposite has 
been declared by the Council. A vote is only 
a vote when it is legal, when it is cast by a 
legal voter, at a proper place, and in the 
manner and form provided by law. When 
the Council “canvassed” the vote on the 
charter, they did not undertake to inquire 
into any of the alleged frauds and irregulari- 
ties of the election. They did not ask 
whether the votes were legally cast; whether 
there were separate boxes for the separate 
ballots ; whether the judges of election were 
sworn ; whether there were any lists of those 
voting ; whether there were the usual guards 
against repeating and ballot-box stuffing ro- 
quired by law. In one word, they simply 
looked over the total footings sent into them, 
without scrutinizing or inquiring into the 
character of the returns. 

Now either it was the duty of the Council, 
in canvassing the vote, to itiqnire into the 
truth or falseness A the enormous frauds so 
amply attested, or it was not. If this was 
their duty, thay utterly failed to do it, and it 
cannot be claimed that their mere announce- 
ment of a majority procured by repeating 
and ballot-box stuffing would give an actual 
and legal majority. If it was not their duty, 
under the law, to go back of the returns of 
the unsworn judges of the election which 
they had before them, and inquire into al- 
leged ballot-box stuffing and other frands, 
then their canvass is simply pro forma, 
and without any significance except in 
those cases where no charge of fraud 
is made. In either case—and the canvass by 
the Council must be one or the other 
the canvass was a mere farce. The organ of 
the repeaters would have us believe that the 
mere opening of frandulent returns by the 
omnipotent Council at once makes them 
legal and binding; aid 80 it pours out the 
vials.of its wrath upon Judge WWII be.

Outside of the Alphonsist army, the people 
bear about the same relation to Oarliam that 
the Democratic party bore to the South dar- 
ing the War of the Rebellion. They may 
make a feeble show of opposition to it, but 
at heart sympathize with it, and in reality 
there is no guarantee of loyalty in the army 
itself, Were Don Cantos to ascend the 
throne to-morrow, the army would rally 
to his support just as enthusiastically 
as they now support Aursonso. The 
outlook for Spain therefore is a dark one. 
The intimations of a Republican movement 
in Madrid amount to nothing, and, even if 
it were successful, it would afford no relief 
to that distracted country. A Republican 
President would hold his seat until some one 
came along powerful enough to pull him out 
of it, and he in turn would be doomed to a 
like fate. The nation is exhausted, effete, 
worn out, and incapable, of sustaining a firm, 
stable form of government of any descrip- 
tion. The once proud and powerful Spanish 
race is only an object of pity among thé na- 
tions of the earth, and will never ha@ peace 
until it becomes a dependent or is placed un- 
der the protection of some powerful nation.

THE NEW YORK SMUGGLING CASES. 

WLAN H. Ta , the silk-buyer for 
H. B. CAN & Co., was arrested a few days 
ago on the charge of complicity in the 
smuggling recently detected at that port. It 
will be remembered that sworn evidence 
shows that Larayverrs Grarr, a nominal 
liquor-dealer, now under arrest, sold to 
Cuarum & Co., throngh Tazcorr, nearly 
$400,000 worth of Lyons silks ata price much 
below market rates, and less than enough to 
cover the cost of production and transporta- 
tion, plus the duty. It does not require 
much discernment to see that silks sold in 
this way must have been smuggled. Yet Mr. 
Tuc testified that he did not think of 
such a thing. On the other hand, Mr, H. B, 
CLarm told a reporter of the New York 7rib- 
une, on the ist of last February, that he 
had largely reduced his purchases in Lyons, 
because smuggled goods could be bought so 
cheaply ; that he had been advised by a reve- 
nue official to buy from these New York 
dealers; and chat there can certainly be no 
blame attached to the merchants who have 
taken the only way within their reach to pro- 
tect their interests.” This las@statement of 
New York mercantile morality is somewhat 
surprising. There is a naive simplicity about 
it which kimost disarms criticism. Here is a 
merchant prince who says that whenever he 
can make money by breaking or encouraging 
somebody else to break the laws of the land, 
ef course he is not to be blamed for doing so. 
After such frank statements, the only wonder 
is that Torr was not arrested 
long ago He bas deen indicted 
under a law that provides that the mere pos- 
session of smuggled goods shall be deemed 
evidence sufficient to authorize conviction, 
unless the defendant shall explain the pos- 
session to the satisfaction of the jury.” It 
will be difficult for the alleged culprit, in this 
case, to give any satisfactory explanation. 

It is evident that the strong combination of 
smuggiers in New York is by no means 
broken up, as yet. Attorney-General Pn 
pont was Offered a retaining fee of $30,000 
to defend LAN ox, the broker who got most 
of the goods through the Custom-House. 
This, with the offers made to all the great im- 
porting houses of New York of selling them 
foreign goods at rates decidedly below the 
cost of honestly importing the wares, shows 
that the nefarious business was systematized, 
and was in the hands of a number of men. 
Only a few of the latter have been canght.

THE METHODS OF DOING INSURANCE BUSINESS 
under the laws of this State, and How the regu- 
lation’ bear hardly on new companies. These’ 
facts and figures are, of course, well enough 
known to every meurance man, but probably not 
to the general public. 

The law provides, in general terms, that all 
the unearned premiums on new business shail 
be constituted a reinsurance fund. This rule is 
applied by the — — to maan a reserve of 
50 per cent on the gross receipts; so for 
the first year of a new company, each $1 re- 
ceived produces only 50 cents for expenses out- 
side the reinsurance fund. The losses of & 
company are figured to be rally about 35 
per cent of the mium pta, u they 
often run up to 50 or even 60 per cent. Stating 
the case as favorably as ible for a new com- 
pany, they must pay cents for losses out of 
the 50 cents left from the rei&surance fund. 
This leaves them only 15 cents on the dol 
with which to pay commissions and K- 
pengea; but the smallest celeuiation for 
these ia 30 per cent, so that, under sverage cir- 
cumstances, each pew company must expect to 
lose 15 cents for each do received for pre- 
miums the first year, and 4 consequent impair- 
ment of capital is inevitable.
